DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 01/21/2005 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 1-52 are remain pending in the application. 

Applicant's arguments dated 01/21/2005 have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection as follow: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 1,11 and 21, it is confusing and unclear what a common electrode 
having an outer edge running substantially perpendicular to the horizontal direction means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S.. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1- 6, 9-16, 19-26 and 29-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kim, US Patent No. 6,630,686. 

The applied reference has a common assignee, LG Philips LCD Co., Ltd, with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a 
showing under 37 CFR 1 . 132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was 
derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 3 7 CFR 1.131. 

The above claims are anticipated by Kim's figures 1-2 which disclose a liquid crystal 
display (LCD) device comprising: 

. a first panel (3) having a common electrode (8) extends along entire horizontal surface 
of the first panel, a color filter (7), a black matrix (9); 

. a second panel (5) having a plurality of bus lines (gate/source bus line 13/23), a thin 
film transistor (19), a pad (15/25) spaced apart from the edge of the first panel by a desired 
distance (see figure 2). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 31-52 are allowed. 

6. Claims 7-8, 17-18 and 27-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The references of record neither disclose nor make obvious an LCD device and a method 

for manufacturing of the same comprising a combination of various elements/steps as claimed 
more specification of the step of cutting a portion of the first panel covering the pad in order to 
expose the pad so that the pad does not overlap with the common electrode and a cut protection 
member being provided on the second panel during a cutting process of the LCD as set forth in 
claims 7, 17, 27, 31, 39 and 45.
